TIIK METROPOLIS OF SCOTT COUNTY 


IT IS THE CENTER OF A VAST LEVEL VALLEY AS 
FERTILE AS THE VALLEY OF THE NILE

Sikeston is the metropolis and prin­ 
cipal trade center of Scott 
County, 
-and .is the distributing point for 
a 
vast area 
of 
fertile 
agricultural 
country, one of the richest and most 
diversified farming sections of 
the 
great State of 
Missouri. 
Southeast 
'Missouri is far-famed for its 
vast 
crops 
of grain, 
grasses and fruits. 
Recently it has become the mecca of 
the cotton grower of the south, who 
has „been routed from his own coun­ 
try by the ravages of the boll weevil 
and army worm. 
Scott County has 
for many years been a heavy produc­ 
er of corn and wheat, but owing to 
market conditions of recent 
years, 
the wheat acreage has been greatly 
reduced, and many thousands of acres 
have been planted to cotton, 
which 


produces well in thds favorable cli­ 
mate and soil. 
For many years the 
principal crops of this ¡section 
were 


growiing enterprise«. 
The 
pioneer, 
who bad struggled against the many 
obstacles (that* impeded 
his agricul­ 
tural pursuits, welcomed the 
advent 
of the two 
railroads 
with 
open 
mouth, for he realized that it meant 
a market for the heavy timber and 
a new source 
of revenue for 
the 
community. 
Ties were sold to 
the 
railroads, and mills were established 
to cut the timber into lumber, 
that 
was shipped to factories everywhere. 
Sikeston for many years was a big 
logging center, furnishing 
supplies 
tv the many timber camps and saw 
mills that were established over the 
adjacent country'. 
Ox teams draw­ 
ing huge log wagons afforded 
the 
principal inland transportation 
for 
many years, arid the marketing of the 
timber products soon turned to pro­ 
fit what had at one time seemed 
a 
serious handicap to the progress and 
corn, wheat and oats. 
A number of j development of the country, 
fkuring mills and elevators were lo- j 
If these lamented forests, with al' 
cated in the adjacent country to han­ 
dle the heavy grain crops. 
Located 
at Sikeston are two 
flouring 
mills 
owned and operated 
by the 
Scott 
County Milling Company. This com- 
fany owns eight mills, the largest of 
which is located in this city, having 
a storage capacity of 800,000 bush­ 
els. 
At the peak of the grain 
pro­ 
ducing period «in this county a 
few 


seasons ago, three and a half mill­ 
ions of bushels of wheat and four 
and a half millions of corn 
were 
marketed from this county ann.uaUy. 
With the advent 
of 
the 
cotton 
grower a few seasons hack, the grain 
products have diminished and 
the 
cotton acreage has increased, 
until 
lost season Scott County came 
into 
the limelight as a cotton producing 
county with approximately 
a 
two 
million dollar crop, 
nearly 
half of 
which 
was 
marketed 
at Sikeston. 
Prices were good last season and the 
yield was better than that of 
the 
crops further south, where they were 
exposed to the ravages of plant evils. 
This success has added further im­ 
petus to the newly adopted industry, 
and this year the acreage planned to 
cotton will bo probably double 
that 
of last season. 
Crain dealers claim 
thait the wheat market was broken 
down by an over production of wheat, 
and thè farmer who devoted all his 
capital and acreage 
to 
wheat was 
bankrupted, by the evils of the one- 
crop system, so it seems thaft 
the 
success of cotton is also a gamble, if 
it be grown to the exclusion of 
all 
other crops. The time will come, and 
no one can tell when, that cotton will 
also take another .tumble 
and 
then 
the farmer who has been so short­ 
sighted as to grow nothing for food 
and feed will fall by the wayside and 
the money lenders and supply houses 
will wail and gnash their teeth as 
they have done in yeras gone by. 
But this is a 
country 
splendidly 
adapted to the diversification 
of 
most all crops grown outside of the 
trophies. 
This community 
of pros­ 
perous, contented and refined citizen­ 
ry, 
beautiful 
homes, 
magnifieient 
churches, excellent schools, and 
vast 
commercial and industrial interests 
is the cryst&lization of many years 
of rich agricultural returns from its 
fertile fields of grains, grasses 
and 
fruits, and the many products from 
the once extensive forests of 
hard­ 
wood timber in this country. 
IThe hardwood industry of South­ 
east Missouri was the stepping block 
to the development of one of the rich­ 
est agricultural districts in the Mis­ 
sissippi Valley. There are some who 
lament the passing of the rich for­ 
ests of merchantable timber of this 
country, but the 
inestimable niches 
that Nature so lavishly stored .in the 
soils of this far-famed section is the 
'meat in the coconut that attracted the 
pioneer settler to the wooded districts 
of (Scott County, years ago and in­ 
duced him to penetrate the fastness 
of the virgin forests. 
Much of this valluable timber was 
felled and burned ¡in an early day to 
clear the land for crops, and 
this 
destruction might 
have 
continued, 
only for the advent of the Missouri 
.Pacific 
and 
the 
Frisco 
railroads, 
which brought a demand for railroad 
ties, and afforded transportation for 
walnut logs, and hardwood lumber to 
the markets of 
the outside world. 
¡Since that eventful day Sikeston has 
been 
the center 
of attraction for 
many miles around, and has grown 
•into a oity of the first class 
with 
many modern 
improvements 
and 


their attendant by-products are pass 
ing it is with the reassuring satis­ 
faction that the 
land 
is cleared fur 
real action 
and 
development, 
and 
that was the goal of the 
pioneer 
from the very outset. 
This country 
is just coming into its own, and with 
it the future prospects of Sikeston 
are very promising indeed. The pes­ 
simist who views with untimely alarm 
the diminishing forests, fails to rea­ 
lize that the removal of the timber 
affords a great source of revenue to 
the community and incidentally 
is 
the stumpy pathway that leads 
to 
perpetual agrarian prosperity 
and 
contentment. 
Verily this is the land of the cotton 
blossom, Adds of goldejj grain, low­ 
ing herds, lucious 
fruits, meadows 
sweet with hay ,and melons smiling 
on the vine. The results of this evolu­ 
tion is the rich heritage of the chil- 
drn of the pao/ioers of Scott Oounty. 
Ami in the midrt of this picture of 
progress, prosperity and plenty nes­ 
tles the thriving oity of Sikeston, a 
community of beautiful homes, mag- 
roficient buildings, excellent schools, 
progre**siv churches, 
paved 
streets 
with a bustling business district. 
It 
is the home 
of culture, 
refinement 
and a church-going people. 
It is 
a 
true'mounment of southern hospital­ 
ity, business aggression 
and educa­ 
tional attainment. 
The time 
is 
rapidly approaching 
when the big cotton plantations 
of 
the South will 
be 
subdivided 
into 
tracts suitable for intensive farming. 
The one-crop system, whether it be 
of cotton, corn, wheat 
or of fruit, 
everywhere, is more and more each 
year contemplated 
with 
suspicion. 
Beginning with the big cattle ranch­ 
es of the southwest, they gradually 
passed away; the extensive 
straw­ 
berry plantations were soon abandon­ 
ed; the 
large 
commercial orchards 
have always been a 
huge 
gamble; 
the wheat belt has had its set back, 
so the country is turning wiith pro­ 
fitable 
results of diversification 
of 
crops. 
There are three factors 
at work 
now in the cotton belt that are facili­ 
tating this evolution. 
They are the 
boll weevile, (the labor problem, 
and 
the ever-increasing demand for food 
and feed, to say nothing of the im­ 
poverishing of bhe soil substance and 
the 
expense of rehabilitating 
the 
land by artificial fertilizers. 
Diver­ 
sification is the oniy solution of this 
problem. 
Especially is it 
effective 
when it embraces stock raising 
and 
dairying. 
The soil substance is sys­ 
tematically conserved 
by the 
rota­ 
tion of crops and by pasturing 
and 
feeding of livestdfck. 
The extensive 
plantation owner as well as the till­ 
er of .has own few acres is well aware 
of this fact, and we are constrained 
to view the condition brought about 
by the bolfl weevil and other evils as 
a blessing in disguise. 
The soil 
in 
Southeast Missouri is as rich as any 
in this great commonwealth, and its 
fertility is too valuable an asset to 
be so ruthlessly dissipated in an ef­ 
fort to raise an uncertain money crop 
to the exclusion of all other profit­ 
able products that might be consid­ 
ered in the diversification plan. There 
may always be gamblers and specu­ 
lators who will follow the one crop 
system, 
but it behooves 
the on^- 
horse farmer to direct his methods 
with a view to feeding them, 
while 
the other fellow does the gambling. 
There is' not a country in the world 
better 
adapted 
to 
the

States are from this country), cow- 
peas, ais a regular crop and 
after 
wheat as a fertilizer, soybeans, vel­ 
vet beans, rye, vetch, cane, 
broom 
corn, blue grass, timothy, mik> maize, 
kaffir 
corn, 
tobacco, 
sudan grass, 
barley, peanuts, Irish and sweet po­ 
tatoes, vegetables and fruits 
of all 
kinds. 
This is one of the finest livestock 
counties ¡of the State 
and 
with the 
possibilities offered in growing 
of 
feed crops, with the pure water, and 
mild climate, this industry along with 
dairying and poultry raising can and 
will ¡no doubt be made one of 
the 
princpial sources of revenue to the 
county. 
Good water is found thru- 
out the country at a depth of from 
fifteen to twenty-five feet. 
The cli­

the 
zenith of the year’s business, and ev­ 
ery enterprise fairly bristles 
with

Sikeston is a beautiful city as well 
as a busy ¡one. It has splendid homes, 
magnifieient church buildings for all 
leading 
denominations, 
attractive 
parks, 
substantial 
business 
blocks 
and excellent school buildings. 
The 
new high school building is a most 
modern building in every way, 
and 
the two graded school buildings are 
equal to any in the State. The Cath­ 
olics maintain 
an ample 
Parochial 
school for he education of their chil­ 
dren, and there is a school for 
the 
colored children 
in 
the segregated 
district of the city, meeting all 
re­ 
quirements of the colored population, 
of which there 
is 
a comparatively 
small per cent, havipg increased with 


the advent of cotton growing in this 
country. 
, 
Sikeston is a wholesale distribut­ 
ing point for a radius of fifty miles 
or more, with wholesale houses that 
are represented 
by traveling sales­ 
men throughout 
the trade territory. 
The city has one 
large 
wholesale 
grocery, and many other wholesale 
distributors, including ice plant, two 
large bakeries, two lumber dealers, 
¡two 
large 
implement 
houses, two 
large flour mills manufacturing all 
kinds of grain products, two or three 
cotton gins, export grain dealers, a 
large piano house and an exclusive 
sewing machine distributing agency, 
an ice cream plant, produce house, 
a green 
house, 
laundry, 
bottling 
works, marble 
and 
granite works, 
large machnie shop, lime and cement 
company, sheet metal w'orks, garden 
and field seed company, and two large 
furniture store, one of them carrying 
ing the largest stock of undertaker’s 
supplies in the State, and many ex­ 
tensive dealers in other lines includ­ 
ing automobiles and motor 
supplies. 
Sikeston has a large theatre, modern 
hotel facilities, and Its many enter­ 
prises are 
equal to those 
in much 
larger cities. 
Sikeston has an active Chamber of 
Commerce, well organized for busi­ 
ness. 
Its capacity for putting 
over 
big things was fully 
demonstrated 
by the prompt and practical manner 
in which it secured the location 
of 
the large shoe factory of the Inter­ 
national Shoe Company for Sikeston 
last year. 
This large factory, which 
has capacity and equipment to 
em­ 
ploy eight hundred skilled laboren** 
when operating at the peak 
of 
its 
output, was brought here by the ef­ 
forts of the Chamber 
of Commerce, 
which had the co-operation of prac­ 
tically every business man of 
the 
city. 
The Factory Addition was plot­ 
ted and over three hundred lots were 
sold within a remarkably short time, 
b ywhich means the $70,000 
bonus 
was raised on schedule time and the 
factory erected without delay. This 
plant is at this time employing 275 
people, fifty per cent of whom are 
from the ranks of home people, who 
attended the preparation school 
of 
instructions that was started 
when 
the location of the factory was as­ 
sured 
last 
June. 
Since that 
time 
about seventy-five residences 
have 
been built on the new ¿iddition, which 
added an impetus to building 
thru- 
out the city, including East Side Ad­ 
dition and Sunset Addition, the later 
being for the colored population in 
the segregated district of the city. 
¡Many new business houses 
have 
been erected during this time 
and 
the building boom goes on unabated. 
Within the last 
year 
the banking 
business of Sikeston has doubled. The 
increase in lumber business has been 
greater than that, while most every 
enterprise in the city has had 
in­ 
creases from twenty to seventy-five 
per cent over the previous 
year’s 
business. 
Sikeston has excellent transporta­ 
tion faiclities. 
The 
two 
greatest 
railroad systems of the south 
and 
southwest—the Missouri Pacific and 
the Frisco lines, cross at this point 
and extend to all parts of the coun­ 
try, affording excellent marketing fa­ 
cilities to the largp cities in all di-. 
rection from Sikeston. 
The 
main 
line of the Frisco through Memphis, 
from points in the Gulf states to St. 
Louis, extends through this city. All 
fast trains stop at Sikeston, and the 
schedules of both roads covers a pas­ 
senger service 
of 
eight 
or more 
trains daily, and a local and through 
freight service that is more 
than 
ample for all requirements. 
Sikeston has two or three good ho­ 
tels, one of them modern in 
every 
detail, and the second 
best 
is far 
ahead of the average hostelies 
in 
other cities the size of this, and equal 
to many in the larger ones. The civ­ 
ic pride of the citizens of Sikeston is 
manifest everywhere. 
It is revealed 
in the beauty of its homes, the clean­ 
liness of its paved streets, in 
the 
magnificience of its churches, in the 
attractiveness 
of Malone Park, 
its 
ample and well constructed munici­ 
pal building, its efficient fire fighting 
equipment, 
its 
modern high school 
building and 
substantial 
business 
blocks. The water supply is fine, the 
natural drainage is good, and 
the 
city is well lighted, by a most mod­ 
ern twenty-four-hour light and pow­ 
er service. 
The water is taken from 
deep wells and is absolutely pur fe n d

St, Louis, May 3.— Results of a su r­ 
vey of community conditions and ag ­ 
ricultural problems in Missouri, con­ 
ducted through the Missouri Bankers 
Association, were made public T hurs­ 
day at the convention of the Missou­ 
ri Association in ¡St, Louis. 
For the purpose of the survey 1650 
questionnaires were sent to banks ip 
all sections of the State.

totaled 823 and covered 112 counties 
out of the total of 114.

day by Edward Buder of St. Ixiuis, 
secretary of the bankers committee 
on agriculture and good road devel­ 
opment were: 
Two-thirds of the replies showed

This is serious 
as agriculture is the predom inating 
industry of Missouri, with more than 
2,000,000 persons engaged in it. 
The source <>f bank deposits is 90 
per cent agriculture, 780 of the 82B 
bankers reported. 
Farm abandonment exists in their 
counties, 515 of 823 bankers repyrted. 
Decreases

shown in 37% per cent of the dis­ 
tricts reporting. 
The five most im portant csmmuni

Method Is Devised to 
Seal Copper and Glass 


Most metals will not adhere perma­ 
nently to glass after they have been 
sealed to it while in a seini-molten con­ 
dition, and if they are in the form of 
rods or blocks. 
Metal and glass ex­ 
pand when heated and contract when 
cooled at different rates, so that after 
sealing and cooling, inevitable separa­ 
tion occurs. 
The one notable excep­ 
tion has been platinum, which expands 
at very nearly the same rate as glass 
and has, therefore, been highly prized 
in the making of vacuum bulbs where 
electric current must be led into the 
bulb and the vacuum kept perfect und 
free from leaks. But platinum is much 
more costly than gold and so the elec­ 
trical engineers have found a way by 
which copper may be sealed so closely 
to glass that a vacuum may be main­ 
tained. 
If the metal is flattened out 
into a very thin sheet with a knife- 
llke edge the thing can be done. This 
Is because the stresses which the joint 
may have to endure are in proportion 
to the thickness of either the copper 
or the glass. 
A thin sharp sheet of 
glass may similarly be sealed into a 
block of copper. 
So again has neces­ 
sity become the mother of invention.

and letters—from which, if possessed . 
of a list of such seals, one might de­ 
term ine the manufacture of the wea­ 
pon, and hence Its approximate date. 
English and French gunmakers, how­ 
ever, if marking the arm at all, did 
so by placing their name and that of 
their town on the lock-plate or barrel, 
or on both-. 
The marks known as “proof marks” 
were stamped ■#*), usually by a govern­ 
ment official, after he bad tried out 
and “proven” the arm to be all right. 
As a rule the method of “proving” was 
to load the piece with several times 
Its normal amount of power and shot, 
and then discharge the same.

Sikeston is the metropolis and prin­ 
cipal tra<le center of Scott 
County, 
«nd tis tihe distributing point for 
a 
vast area 
of 
fertile 
agricultural 
country, one of the richest and most 
diversified farming sections of 
the 
great State of 
Missouri. 
Southeast 
Missouri is far-famed for its 
vast 
crops 
of grain, 
grasses and fruits. 
Recently it has become the mecca of 
the cotton grower of the south, who 
has .been routed from his own coun­ 
try by the ravages of the boll weevil 
and army worm. 
Scott County has 
for many years been a heavy produc­ 
er of corn am! wheat, hut owing to 
market conditions of recent 
years, 
the 
wheat acreage has been greatly 
reduced, ami many thousands of acres 
have been planted to cotton, 
which 
produces well in thris favorable cli­ 
mate and soil. 
For many years the 
principal crops of this section 
were 


growing 
enterprises. 
The 
pioneer, 
who bad struggled against the many 
chstaclos (that,, impeded 
his agricul­ 
tural pursuits, welcomed the 
advent 
of the two 
railroads 
with 
open 
mouth, for he realized that it meant 
a market for the heavy timber and 
a new source of revenue for 
the 
community. 
Ties were sold to 
the 
railroads, ami mills were established 
to cut the timber into lumber, 
that 
was shipped to factories everywhere. 
Sike«ton for many years was a big 
logging center, furnishing 
supplies 
to the many timber camps and saw 
mills that were established over the 
adjacent country. 
Ox teams draw­ 
ing huge log wagons afforded 
the 
principal inland transportation

many years, and the marketing of the 
timber products soon turned to pro­

County Milling Company. 
This com- 
fany owns eight mills, the largest of 
which is located in thus city, having 
a storage capacity of 800,000 bush­ 
els. 
At the peak of the grain 
pro­ 
ducing period in this county a 
few 
seasons ago, three and a half mill­ 
ions of bushels of wheat ami four 
and a half millions of corn 
were 
marketed from this county annually. 
With the advent 
of 
the 
cotton 
grower a few seasons back, the grain 
products have diminished and 
the 
cotton acreage has increased, 
until 
last season Scott County came 
into 
the limelight as * cotton producing 
county with approximately 
a 
two 
million dollar crop, 
nearly 
half of 
which 'was 
marketed 
at Sikeston. 
Prices were good last season and the 
yield was better than that of 
the 
crops further south, where they were 
exposed to the ravages of plant evils. 
This success has added further im­ 
petus to the newly adopted industry, 
ami this year the acreage planned to 
cotton will be probably double 
that 
of la**t season. 
Grain dealers claim 
that the wheat market was broken 
down by an over production of wheat, 
and the farmer who devoted all his 
capital and acreage 
to 
wheat was 
bankrupted, by the evils of the one- 
crop system, so it seems thait 
the 
success of cotton is also a gamble, if 
it in* grown to the exclusion of 
all 
other crops. The time will come, and 
no one can tell when, that cotton will 
also take another -tumble 
and 
then 
the farmer who has been so short­ 
sighted as to grow nothing for food 
and feed wnll fall by the wayside and 
the money lenders and supply houses 
will wail and gnash their teeth as 
they have done in yeras gone by. 
But this is a 
country 
splendidly 
adapted to the diversification 
of 
most all crops grown outside of the 
trophies. 
This community 
of pros­ 
perous, contented and refined citizen 
ry, 
beautiful 
homes, 
magnificient 
churches, excellent schools, and 
vast 
commercial and industrial interests 
is the crystaliration of many years 
of rich agricultural returns from its 
fertile fields of grains, grasses 
and 
fruits, and the many products from

M ethod !§ Devised to 
Seal Copper and Glass 
Most metals will not adhere {»eruia- 
nently to glass after they have been 
sealed to It while In a seinl-molten con­ 
dition, and if they are in the form of 
rods or blocks. 
Metal and glass ex­ 
pand when heated and contract when 
cooled at different rates, so that after 
sealing and cooling, Inevitable separa­ 
tion occurs. 
The one notable excep­ 
tion has been platinum, which expands 
at very nearly the same rate as glass 
and has, therefore, been highly prized 
In the making of vacuum bulbs where 
electric current must be led Into the 
bulb and the vacuum kept perfect and 
free from leaks. But platinum Is much 
more costly than gold and so the elec­ 
trical engineers have found a way by 
which copper may be sealed so closely 
to glass that a vacuum may be main­ 
tained. 
If the metal Is flattened out 
Into a very thin sheet with a knife­ 
like edge the thing can be done. This 
Is because the stresses which the Joint 
may have to endure are In proportion 
to the thickness of either the copper 
or the glass. 
A thin sharp sheet of 
glass may similarly be sealed into a 
block of copper. 
So again has neces- 
rtty become the mother of invention.
